It hoi long been our Impression that McOill Students as a 
group (if such a statement has any meaning) are thoroughly 
pessimistic In outlook. While the youth of Europe, turn to Canada 
as a veritable paradis» abounding in golden opportunity, our 
attitude seems to be that things are bad and will undoubtedly 
get worse. Each Individual, and that includes the poet who 
makes his feelings an open book, seems to be fighting a private 
'limited war' Inside, himself. Smoke from this battle appears 
fo extend grayish haxe to all subjects of thought and discussion. 

Our Ideas on this subject were reinforced by a visit to. the 
Paplneau Cup preliminaries hold at the Union yesterday. The 
first speaker we heard upheld the principal 'that Man's Passion 
ls~ a Source of Inspiration'. He qualified his statement, however, 
by emphasizing that man to-day, through his spokesman the 
modern writer has largly rejected passion and thus his creations 
are both uninspired and uninspiring. 

The next speaker defended the thesis that 'Man Revels In 
Death'. The contents of his argument may be gaged from the 
humorous anecdote he told-of the fellow who was prevented from 
•ndlng his life to a jump from a sky scrapper by an alert police» 
man who yelled "stop or I'll shoot". 

Most of the contestants spoke on the third and probably the 
most optimistic topic, 'A Dictatorship is More Effective Than a 
Democracy For an Underdeveloped Country'.. It was generally 
agreed that in general a dictatorship Is quite efficient, that 
democracy has many flaws, and after all, people have to eat. ■ 

White we must conceed that the day was a dull one and 
that the threat of the final examinations hangs over the head 
of most students, nonetheless we feel that the general pessimism, 
at least of those interested in public speaking at McGill must be 
noted with alarm. 

■ A Delusion 

A meeting was held at the Union last night to celebrate the 
formation of the newly formed British West Indian Federation. 
It took only a superficial glance to see how different In racial 
origin are the people who maks up this Federation. Morover 
nearly every major religion In the world can be found in these 
tiny islands, Hindu, Mohammedan and Christian being the most 
common.

It was manifestly clear from the united spirit the West 
Indians displayed last night that despite these differences they 
are a united nation. In point of fact they art probably more of 
a nation than Is Canada. 

Canada and the West Indies are historically tied up In a 
rather strange manner. It was intended by the British Govern- 
ment under Lloyd George to make these islands a part of Canada 
but somehow these plan*' never materialized. In view of certain 
attitudes prevailing In this country to-day It Is perhaps a good 
thing for the West Indian People- that these plans were never 
carried out. . 

WE In Canada have a lot to learn from the West Indians 
about racial equality. We have to learn not to. evaluate skin 
colour, or language, or religion or racial extraction. We have to 
learn to forget our well Ingrained prejudices and stereotypes. We 
have to learn how to become one country, one people despite 
Superficial differences. 

How far we are from being a truly untied nation was 
demonstrated on a student level at the French University Confer* 
•nee in Sherbrooke last Sunday. It was decided to set up an 
organization, to look after the interests of the French speaking 
University students throughout Canada. One would almost 
Imagine that the problems of the French Students were completely 
different from- the problems of the English speaking students. 

If their problems are different, then we have been living 
under a delusion. We have believed we were living In one 
country when In fact we have been living In two.

Because of high prices and 
slow delivery, consumer goods 
from Britain are unpopular. 

The St. Lawrence seaway and 
the Trans Canada Highway— two 
of the greatest projects under 
construction at the moment are 
being - completed months ahead 
of schedule. 

These giant projects are a sym- 
bol of the vast expansion taking 
place throughout Canada. 

The extent of Canada's mineral 
and' agricultural resources Is 
hardly realised and a vast increa- 
se in manpower Is essential, the 
value of mineral production has 
nearly doubled since 1050 and 
the output of crude petroleum 
multiplied twenty times since 
1947. 

Prospects 

Roy McLaren, speaking of the 
opportunities in Canada, said, 
"The .opportunities for the geolo- 
gist and the mining engineer in 
particular and for all types of 
scientists In general are legion. 
They will have no difficulty what- 
ever in finding employment. For 
the Arts graduate, it may be more 
difficult Specialisation Is an ac- 
cepted fact of much of North 
American life and until you have 
convinced him otherwise, a man- 
ufacturer might fail to see the 
relevancy of a Cambridge degree 
in, say, Anthropology or Classics 
to the production of soap flakes." 

Doctors who start as a company 
doctor in an area dominated by 
a large Industrial firm would re- ' 
celve a salary of about £3,700 to 
which they could add an income 
of £1,500 from private practice. 



But before a British doctor can 
practise in Canada, he must do 
a Junior internship of a year and 
pass the Dominion Council exam- 
ination. 

Canada In the main. Is a church 
going country and the church Is 
more of a social centre than it 
Is In England. Much .of the count- 
ry is still a 'missionary area* and 
there Is a considérable shortage 
of clergy — In the country, one 
man frequently has to' serve six 
or more congregations. 

Refrigerators, washing machi- 
nes and cars are considered ne- 
cessities by the Canadians. There 
it little domestic help but unlim- 
ited labour saving devices. 

American 

The American influence is 
strong due to the influencé of 
Press, Radio and Television. Wil- 
fred Egglestonj Director of the 
Department of Journalism at Car- ' 
leton College, Ottawa, said,- "The 
Américanisation of Canada goes 
on apace in many areas, but it 
is remarkable how, simultane- 
ously, many Canadian institutions 
are flourishing as never before." 

Canadian Rugby and Ice Hoc- 
key are the most popular specta- 
tor sports, but there is a nation- 
wide enthusiasm for ski ing. Row* 
ing, Golf and Tennis are also fav- 
ourite games, and Association 
Football is growing in populari- 

The cost of living is high but 
so is the standard and nearly 
everyone can manage to save 
about 10% of their Income. By 
1980,the working cause week 
should be 34.3 hours as against 
the present 41.3.
